London, Nov. 10.— As if in dofiauoe of 
the ill-luok which is said to accompany tho 
number 13, Quoon Vioborla bo-day returned 
to Windsor Castle from Balmoral in o Bpecial 
train consisting of thirteen cars, one of 
whloh was the handsome largo saloon oar 
set aparb for tho uso of Her Majesty, tho 
othor carriages containing tho membera of 
her suite, aorvants, baggage, etc. Tho 
Queon's oar was fitted up us a library and 
dining room, rlohly upholstered In white 
ailk fern, embroidered with gold. 

ROYALTY AND I-LUTOOUACY. 

In honor of tho visit of King Curios of 
Portugal to the Queen at hor Highland 
homo, Hor Majesty oausod a largo bonfire to 
bo lighted on the top of Craig Owen on Sat- 
urday last, an honor heretofore rosorved for 
herimmediate family. The Qiioen also ordered 
a torchlight procession of Highlanders, who 
passed in front of Balmoral oaBtlo, and 
afterwards executed Highland dances in 
presence of Hor Majoaty and King CarloB. 

The Emperor William of Germany sent a 
Bpeolal oourier to Sundrlngham with a birth- 
day gifb for the Prince ot Wales, who was 
54 years old on Saturday last. The Emper- 
or is also said to have written to the Prince 
expressing the hope that the Duke of York's 
next son will havo the name of 3hakospearo 
beBtowel upon him among other names. 

Tho newspapera whioh published the cable 
details of tho Marlborough-Vanderbllt wed- 
ding, continue bo criticize tho Americans for 
supplying them. Vanity Fair, for inetanoo, 
says: "The Churchill family is much an- 
noyed at tho vulgar notices of the marriage, 
and tho Dowager DuohesB of Marlborough is 
not woll pleased that hor son and grandson 
married Amerioans," Truth thinks it olear 
that the "New York aroh-millionairo has 
not got beyond the olementary stage of gold- 
oalfism, when tho calf socka to attraob atten- 
tion by tho moat laviah display of wealth." 

The oommon council of London for tho 
first timo on rocord, at a stormy meeting on 
Friday, refused by a largo majority to pasB 
the ouBtomary vote of thanks to tho retiring 
Lord Mayor, Sir Joseph Ronala. Thla is 
mainly on account of tho dinner whloh Sir 
Joseph gave Barney Barnato on tho ground 
that the latter had proved himself to be the 
" saviour of London " by bolstering up his 
own Kaffir securities. Sir Joseph Ronala' 
nnfortunato visit to Franco is also severely 
criticized, and he Is charged with not hav- 
ing been sufficiently profuso in his aivic hos- 
pitality, and found fault with for allowing 
his- name to be advertised as chairman of in- 
surance companies. Barnato, who a fow 
weeks ago was the most sought-after man in 
London, being pestered almost to aioknoss 
for tips from about ono half of the membors 
of tho peorage, Is now in very bad odor. 
Mayfair romarks thatsinco the "slump" in 
KaffirB, Bamato's sooial aspirations have 
suffered a sovore check. All the smartest 
men and womon who were at one time suf- 
fering from the South African fever aro now 
recovering. 

SUIT AGAINST THE " TIMES " ABANDONED. 

Tho suit for libel which Kato Marsden In 
atltuted with such a flourish in 1804 
against the London Times has just been 
abandonod. The suit was brouehb as a re- 
sult of the report of Rev. Mr. Francis, rec- 
tor of tho Amerioan Church of Sc. Peters- 
burg, published In tho Times of August 16, 
last year, which roada in brief : " Tho 
committee of Kate Marsden'a friends 
formed in St. Petersburg in December last, 
to imjuiro into Berioua charges mado against 
her In England, America and New Zealand, 
have concluded their labors, tho result bo- 
ing oomrounioatod to Miaa Maraden'a Lon- 
don oommittee, who will rooognlzo that Miss 
Marsden's work must be olosod and that 
sho cimmittoe musb immediately disaolvo 
When in Decambor tho committee was 
formed, Mlsa Marsden agreed that if its de- 
cision ahould bo adverso aho would surren- 
der all tho deooratlons, letters, oto. , bo- 
etovvod upon her by hor Imperial and royal 
well-wlahers. Itlanowmy painfulduty to call 
upon hor to fulfil hor promise a written 
acknowledgment of tho gravest chargo hav- 
ing boon made by Mies Marsden, You 
will bhua know that no possible injustice 
will be done her. M. Pobedonstzetf, pro- 
curator of the Holy Synod, has undertaken 
to forward to Siberia any funds now in tho 
hands of tho London committoo for tho 
rolief of tho lepora. Tho special oharge 
agaiuat Miss Maredon was that she prac- 
tically abandoned hor work because, of her in- 
fatuation for intrigue with Russian noblemen. 
Sbo had previously dono good work with 
tho Red CroBS nursos in tho Turkiah-RuBao 
war and among tho lopors in Siberia, whore 
ahe traveilod 14,000 miloa in o Blelgh or 
horsoback to find a prooioua herb which is 
said to havo turnod out to be a speclfio for 
leprosy. On her roturn to England aho 
wrote a book about her travola whioh 
arouaod a storm in Russia and, ib Is claimed, 
aauaod tho RusBiaD government to attack 
her, some of the chirges mado against her 
being too groae for publication. After the 
roporb of Pastor Franoia had been publlohcd 
by tho Times, Miss Marsden wroto a reply 
in whioh sho Bald his statements wore 

ENTIRELY OPPOSED TO THE FACTS, 

and that tho RuBaian onmmitteo's report 
was In her f» ;or and with gre*b reluotanco 
she had instructed her solicitors to demand 
an immadiato retraotion and apology. As 
bhso wore nob forbhooming suit was aom- 
monood. LUor, however, whilo Mrs. E B. 
Grannln, president of the National Chris- 
tian Leoguo for the promotion of Sooial 
Purity, whioh supports PaBbor Francis, was 
in Chicago Miaa Kate Marsden oallod on her, 
and BBked to Bpoak from the GrannlB plat- 
form on Social Purity, but Mrs. Grannis Is 
reportod to have told MIbs Marsden of the 
roportB circulated rogarding her oharaoter 
and the nurao in bho words of Mrs. GranniB 
In an Interview in August of last year, 
" stated facts about herself which so startled 
and sbooked us that not one of us oould 
speak in reply. She continued asking 
ns to shield a^d defend hor and 
from what aho said It became ap- 
parout she supposed tho warnings I 
had recolved related net to finanola! irregu- 
larities, but to praotloos with whioh I had 
not until then over heard hor n&mo con- 



nected. If 1 had heard suah a confession 
from a woman's lips beforo my exporionoo in 
tho Social Purity Leaguo I would have oon- 
slderel th< m the ravings of a diseased mind." 
Mlsa Marsden in making the announcement 
of the abandonment of hor suit againsb the 
Times says she intends to resume her work 
for the lepers. 

Truth thereupon remarked : " This, under 
the olroumstances, is a piece of unwarrant- 
able Impndenoe. Nobody in his senseB will 
oontributo a half-penny until aho cloara her 
reputation," 

MIsb Marsden, who is about forty years of 
age and the daughter of a London lawyor, 
so interested the publio In her work that at 
one time the Princess of Walea was pre- 
vailed upon to give her a letter to her slater 
the Czarina, whioh paved the way for the 
nurae'a work among the lepers. 

The now hotel upon the Thames embank- 
monb hap been named "ThoCeoil." Ib will 
be oponed either In February or March ; 
will have 1,000 available guesb rooms, and 
will be managed by M. Bertini, who has 
long boen concocted with tho Criterion res- 
taurant, Piccadilly Circus. It ie stated that 
bhls now caravansary when complobed, in- 
cluding tho price paid to the Marquis of 
Salisbury for the land, will cost upwards of 
$7,750,000. 

Nothing now prevents the immediate be- 
ginning of work upon the new London opera 
houBe save a technic il permit from tho 
crown leaeeholdera of the property and tho 
London oounty oounoil. The syndicate 
which haa tho matter in hand has secured a 
longleaee at a yearly rental of $21,000. The 
plans for tho bnilding submitted by Mr. 
Waltor Emden, the well known theatrical 
architect, have been approvod by the syndi- 
cate.

Military to Be Sent to Lowe Township 
—Prospective Emigrants 
from Indiana. 



BRITAIN'S GOVERNMENT. 



Ministerial Programme as Outlined in 
the Speeches of Prominent Min. 
isters and Members. 



Members of the Cabinet Severing; 
Their Connections With Mercan- 
tile and Other Corporations. 



London, Nov. 16,— Tho Right Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, FirBt Lord of the Treasury and 
leader in the House of Commons, made five 
speeohes in Glasgow on Thursday, bub he 
contrived In all of them to avoid making the 
slightest reference as to the government pro- 
gramme at the coming session. Aooordlng 
to all precedent the cabinet must have al- 
ready decided upon what bills will bo intro- 
duced and given instructions for the drafting 
of the measures. Sir Michael Hloks-Boaoh, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, speaking at 
Bristol, vaguely promised the earliesb con- 
sideration of a measure for the relief of the 
agricultural depression. 

Some revelation of the government's 
policy is found in a statement by Sir Rob- 
ert Peel In a speech delivered by him at 
Tamworth, whioh constituonoy be has repro» 
sented in piillament for 30 years. Ho de- 
clared that he had learned from exeoutlve 
and authorized eourcoB that tho government 
intended to oensolidato and tako over all 
mortgages on land by lending money to tho 
lanelorda at three per oent,, thuB enabling 
them to aave two per cent., aa moBt of the 
landlords have boen obliged to roise loans 
at five Der oent. The scheme, according to 
Sir Robert Iibb the support of several of the 
ministers. 

The Westminster Gazotto declares aa a 
landlord oabinot bill, that auob a bill would 
certainly bs the salvation of many land 
owners whoBe properties are heavily mort- 
gaged ; but it would require the govern- 
ment's full majority of 150 to pull it through 
the House of Commons. 

Right Hon. Sir Matthow Whlto-RIdloy, 
tho home sooretary, promised a deputation 
of trade unionists, who visited him a fow 
days ago, that tho government would intro- 
duce an omployera' liability bill, giving 
workingmen oompensatloa for every 
aooidenb that befell thorn in the 
course of their laborB, with a 
clause enabling workingmen to contraob 
themselves out of ovory right givon under 
bhe bill. Tbeao measures with an Irish 
land bill form the fixtures of tho session. 
Tho ministers desire to postpone for unother 
year the denominational educational trouble. 

All tho members of the government aro 
resigning company directorships. Mr. 
Gerald Balfour, chief aeoretary for Ireland, 
has retired from tho board of tho West 
India and Panama Telegraph Company, 
and Rb. Hon. A. Akera Douglas, first 
commissioner of works, h»B ' with- 
drawn from tho exohango and hop 
warehouses. Ib may bo pointed out thac 
when tho now governmonb took office its 
members hold directorships in sixcy-four 
different oorporationB, including life, fire 
and marlno insurance companies, breweries, 
railroadB, bankB and tolegraphs, shipping, 
mining, commercial and manufacturing 
corporations. Tho fact that bo many of tho 
ministers and other memlnra of tho govern- 
ment) were connooted with corporations as 
directors led to the oharaoterizlng of the 
oablnob by certain of its radloal 
opponents as a ministry of " guinea plgB," 
and there is a widespread fooling of satisfac- 
tion In Conservative and Liberal Unionist 
circles now that tho mombers of the govern- 
ment dispUy their willingness to retire from 
outside business. Tholr motivoa when pri- 
vate legislation affeotsng some of tho many 
companies with whioh tboy were oouneclol 
comoB before the house cannot bo impugned 
If they sovcr their oonneotion with them. 

LAUBIER'S LIEUTENANT- 

The Liberal Lender Signalizes Mr. Tarte as a 
Member of His Cabinet. 

Toronto, Nov. 10 — (Speolal)— The World 
oorrespondonb at Montreal says Hon, Mr. 
Laurier at St. Laurenb referred bo Mr. Tarte 
aa hla valiant lieutenant; alBOthat that gen- 
tleman, at tho gathering in question, re- 
marked in Mr. Laurior's hoarlng that he 
would be Speaker uuder tho Liberal govern- 
ment, whareat Mr. Laurlor repliod, " You 
will be a minister."

The men will be 
equipped with their wintor outfit. Miser- 
able weabher provails and the roads are 
knee deep in mud. Great oxcltomnnb pre- 
vails horo over the affair. 

An officer cf tho Interior department haa 
been instructed to proooed to Indiana with 
a viow to inducing the Gorman Baptists who 
are living there and who are dissatiefied 
with the oountry to looate In the Canadian 
Northwest. 

The government has decided not to make 
an exhibit at the Kiel, Germany, fishery 
exhibition next year, aa the benefits there- 
from would not bo oommensurato with tho 
expenso likely to be Inourred.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Narrow Escapes at a Hotel Fire-Ontario 
Crop Bnlletln-Serlons Accident to 
Bev. Dr. Shaw. 

Toronto, Nov. 16 —(Special)— The hotel 
at Rathburn belonging to William Stanllck 
was destroyed by fire at midnight on Wed- 
nesday. Two persons whose names have 
not been diecovored wore burned to death. 
Stanliok and his wife birely escaped. 

A crop bulletin, by the Ontario depart- 
ment of agriculture, reports a poor hay orop 
in 1895 to be the moBt Importanb item in 
farm production. There was a dropping off 
of over soventeen million tons, representing 
a greater loss than the value of the entire 
wheat orop of Ontario. There is a shortage 
of straw also. The corn crop was extraor- 
dinarily large and in many eaaeiB will help 
to make up for the Iobb of coarser fodder. 
The grain crops turned oub better than an- 
ticipated, being well up to the average. 
Fall wheat ia fair ; spring wheat about an 
average ; barely in fair quantity ; oats an 
extraordinary orop ; peas fair ; potatoes ex- 
ceptionally largo ; roots fair ; clover seed al- 
most a failure ; buckwheat undor the aver- 
age, and beotB very good. 

Rev, Dr. Shaw, missionary seoretary of 
the Methodiat ohuroh, waa run down by a 
trolley car while riding a bicycle on Yonge 
atreet.

INSURANCE FRAUDS. 

Nnmcrous Cases on the Tapis— Apparently n. 
Conspiracy to Bob Certain Companies. 

Whitiiy, Nov. 16.— (Sreo'al)— The de- 
velopments aro numerous in the Algor insur- 
ance frauda case?. There are now three 
prisoners inatoad of ono, and the orown wit- 
ness, who has been absent so far, has been 
found. Following on tho hoola of tho arrest, 
of N. C, Brown, agent of the Home Life 
AflBoclation xuBuranoo Co., came tho arrest 
of Joseph M. Horlop, ngenb of the Ontario 
Mutual Association, also charged with com- 
plicity in alleged attempts to dofraud the 
Homo Life Association. Then Mr. Trull, 
agent of tho Equitable Life Co., who was 
wanted by tbo orown to oompleto tho case of 
the Equitable Life Co., against Algor left 
his house and has not sinoe been seen. Tho 
case of an alleged attempt to dofraud the 
Home Lifo Association has bsen opened and 
medical testimony taken. Forgery is sup- 
posed to be mixed up in the second case and 
other arrosts are expected.

their several duties aa they had been trainod. 
Tho fire had already made some headway 
and was blazing around tho door leading 
from the play hall into tho school room bb 
well as on a portion of the partition and 
ceiling.

TRAIL CREEK MINES. 

A Lively Camp— Tha Trade Being Gradually 
Worked to the Canadian Side. 

Seattle, Nov. 16.— C. N. Cowper-Colea, 
of Rossland, B.C., Is stopping nb the Rainier- 
Grand. When aakad laBb night If Rossland 
waa ha ving a boom, ho replied : Boom 1 Why 
no, we have no boom that I know of. We 
have a pretty lively camp, though. This 
time laat year thore waa one house there, 
and I think our oamp la now about 3,000 
atrong. We are, aa you know, In the Trail 
Creek dlatrlot, about ten rollea above the 
boundary. Tho development work eo far 
haa principally been done by Spokane men 
and Spokane capital, and we have got most 
of our BupplieB from there. But now the 
Canadian Peclfio is becoming actively inter- 
esbed, and trado ia gradually being worked 
to the Canadian side. The mines are of Iron 
and oopper pyrites, oarrylng gold In the form 
of chlorides. The present output is from 150 
to 200 tons a day, and it assays about §45 a 
ton, with from 3 to 4 per cent, in oopper. 
But the output will be moro than doubled 
within tho nexb month, from new machinery 
that is being put in. 

Mr. Cowper-Colea, an Eogliahman hailing 
from Hampshire, Is himself interested in 
twenty-threo claims, and saya that for ono 
mine at RoBBland §1,500,000 waa offered two 
wooka ago, and doolinsd. Thia mlno haa 
72,000 tonB of good ore on the dump.

Capt. Devereux Gives Ills Decision In the 
"Quadra" Caae-The "Hankow's'' 
Departure. 

The "star " ship of tho Northern Pacifio 
steamship line, the Hankow, made her 
second visit to Victoria laat ovoning and 
will remain in port until thia morning. 
Could she remain longer there can bo no 
doubb that numbers would go down to the 
outer wharf to see her, for she is one of the 
prettiest trans Paoifia liners running. Ab 
freight from Victoria she carries no leas than 
twelve tons of ChineBO (human) bonos. 
These aome from graveyards all over the 
provlnoe. The sbipmonb of tho bones of 
dead relatives to China is an old roligious 
ouatom of the Chinese, but Ib la rarely 
that Buch a large consignment as that men- 
tioned accumulates. The Hankow haa aa 
living Chinamen going out 250 from the 
Sound and 82 from Victoria. Tho former 
cpme from all parts of the United States, 
and many of them are just going back to 
China to paaa the New Year's in the father- 
land. Several of thoao from Viotorla have 
made their libtlo fortunes here and It Ib said 
are matrimonially inclined. The steamer's 
oabin passengers are : A. McNulty, Rev. 
Mr. Crows, T. B. Oiveni and Charles Her- 
man, the agent at Walla Walla for the 
Washington and Columbia river railroad. 
Her cirgo amounts to 3,000 tons altogether 
and oonaista of 1,500 tons of flour, 3,000 kegs 
of nails from the Everett nail works, and a 
general assortment of condensed milk and 
machinery. 

Captain Devereux, superintendent of tho 
Ji?quimalb dry dock, who oonduoted the in- 
quiry Into the oanae of the aooidenb to the 
government steamor Quadra, haB oomo to a 
doolsion In the oase, and yesterday aent for- 
ward his report of the matter to Obtawa.

NO COAST SEALING. 

Schooners Will Thlg Year Confine 
Their Operations to Japan 
and Behring Seas. 

Owners Say That Over Half the Fleet 
Will Be Idle Until 
June. 

Speaking of the coming sealing season, 
C&pb. J. G. Cox yesterday stated that, with 
perhapa one or two exosptione, none of the 
Viotoria flaob will engage in the Coaat soil- 
ing thia year. Thers was nob a alngle veaeel 
that paid eipenaea during tho season just 
closed, in tho West Coast sealing, and thero. 
fore the majority of tho owners have deoldod 
not to engaue in it during the ooming spring. 

Mr. Richard Hall, another prominent 
owner, bore out Captain Cox's statement. 
The Coasb season oloses at the end of April 
and the experience this spring waa that tbo 
Coast fleet spent mosb cf their time, owing 
to rough weather, in port at different points 
along the Vancouver Island ooast. The best 
sealing waa from the middle of April to the 
end of May, but aa May Ib now a prohibit- 
ed month, tho few daya in April in which it 
is possible to work are nob sufficient to 
pay expenses. 

Thia will have the effeob of laying up 
about 35 aohoonera of the 61 composing the 
British Columbia fleet till Juno, when tho 
time cornea to sob out North In preparation 
for the Bullring sea scaling season, whioh 
opens at tho beginning of August. About 
tho usual number of veaaelB will start for 
tho Japan ooaab In December and January, 
bub no Indiana will be taken aboard these, 
aa experience haa ahown that tho British 
Columbia native huntorB do not oare to ship 
for a voyage across tho Pacific. 

On the other hand, the Bohrlng sea fleet 
will carry more Indian hunters than former- 
ly, though the number of oanoos to each 
schooner has been by agreement among the 
owners limited to 14 for vessela SO tona and 
upwarde, and a schedule has been arranged, 
diminishing tho number according to the 
tonnage of tho smaller vessels. 

Last year thero waa no limit, and some cf 
the aohoonera carried aa many aa twenty 
canoes. The present arrangomont has been 
come to for the purpose of enabling all the 
eohooners to supply themselves with what 
Indians they require. 

The abandonment of the Woab Coast 
operations will toll heavily on tho white 
hunters, aa with ovor half the fleeb lying 
Idle till June it looks as if the whito hunters 
will have difficulty in all securing placea.

To tue Editor :— I regrob that soma un- 
avoidable delay has ocourred in anBwering 
Mr. Maaon'a lettor publiahed in your iaaue 
of the 10th inab. It has been necessary to 
correapond with an absent member of the 
Local Counoll of Women, who on tho firat 
oreanizing of our charitable branoh the 
" Friendly Help Society " was appointed to 
interview the secretary of the Benevolent 
Society and intimate our desire to work in 
concert with that institution and aBsisb in 
viBiting their oases of distress. 

Thia offer waa not accepted, bub some 
oases needing assistance having been subse- 
quently aent to us by tho Benevolent Society 
on the plea that, at the time, they had no 
funds, we altered our rule No. 3 with the 
objaob of relieving these perBona. This rule 
bound us to obtain relief for the needy from 
the proper charities, instead of administer- 
ing alms ourselves. 

Mr. Mason is mistaken in supposing that 
persons seeking relief from the Friendly 
Help Sooiety are sent from place to place 
before having their wants supplied. In 
urgent oases food and clothing aro immedi- 
ately given and tho visitor for tho district in 
whloh they roaide is ab onco notified to in- 
vestigate the case. 

We should Bincoroly rogret giviDg any 
cause of offance to the committee of the 
Benevolent Sooioty, and apologlza if the 
wording of the clause to which Mr. A1h-h> 
takes exception hours a discourteous iuui - 
pretation. Any rivalry or ill-feeling be- 
tween tboBO working in tho sacred ouuao of 
charity is evor to hu deplored.

WITH MILITARY HONORS. 

The Bematns of a Popular Citizen and Sol- 
dier Laid to KeBt at Boss Bay. 

The funeral of the late Fred. Mailandaine 
took place yesterday afternoon, with a very 
large attendance of citizens who took thia 
means of testifying to their osteon) for the 
deoeaaed and tholr eympathy for his parents 
and fiinily under the particularly aad cir- 
cumstances of thoir bereavement. The 
beautiful wreaths and floral offerings aent 
by friends more thin covered the oaskot 
containing the remains, whioh looked singu- 
larly life-like coueldcring the exposure that 
had caused death. 

The deoeased having been one of bbe moat 
aotive members of tho B. C. Battalion of 
Garrison Artillory, No. 2 Company, to whioh 
he belonged, paraded in a body, and many 
efficurs and members of the other two com- 
panles j lined thorn in paying final honors to 
a respected comrade The Royal Marine 
Artillery were alao represented, Sergeant 
Sparrow and Gunner Fletoher attending on 
behalf of the riflemen of the Marinea, who 
oheriah pleasant recollections of assooiatlon 
with Gnnner Mailandaine on tho range — for 
he waa one of tho most expert marksmen In 
his battalioD, and among tho first to be 
called on whenever a representative team 
was in demand for a contesb at borne or 
abroad. 

The funeral was not wholly military, thi 
casket being borne in a hearse' rather than 
on a gun oarriago, and the pall-bearers wore 
In aivilian garb, though some of them are 
members of the Garrison Artillery. There 
wore eight bearers, all young men and like 
the deceased native Victorians and original 
members of the James Bay Athletic Asso- 
ciation, aa follows : F. A. Jackson, D. 
O'Suilivan, E 0. Flnlalaon, A. K Wolfeu- 
den, J. W. Wilaon, J. Aden, C. E. Bailey 
and F. Wlddowson. Erom the family resi- 
dence on Slmooo street the procesaion started 
ut about three o'clock. The Jamea Bay 
Athletio Association, hoaded by their presi- 
dent, H. Dallas Helmcken, M.P.P., and 
other officers,,Ied the way. Then oamo the 
band of the B C G. A , led by BiDdmaster 
Finn, and tho firing party of thirteen in charge 
of Company Sergc.-M»jor Whiteaido, im- 
mediately preceding tho hoarse and baarorB. 
The non-commissioned offioers and men of 
tho battalion followed, in charge ot Ser- 
geant. Major Mulcihy, with tho officirs in 
the rear. Major B Williams bdng In com- 
mand of the parade. Then came the chief 
mourners and the general publio on foob and 
in carriages. Ab St. James' ohuroh a large 
congregation principally of ladies were 
found alroady assembled, almost filling it 
with tho exception of tho seats reserved at 
the front. The first part of the burial ser- 
vioe wan here read by the rector, Rev. J. H. 
S. Sweet, tho ohoir taking bhe mueloal por- 
tion, and Mr. F. H. Rusaell, tho organist, 
playing the dead marob as tho aaakob was 
borne bhrough tho ohuroh. From there the 
procoasion passed to Roes Bay ceme- 
tery, through centre town. Ab 
bhe gravcaido the reBb of the 
burial service waa said by Ven. Arohdeaoon 
Soriven, formerly reotor of St. JameB, to 
which tho deceased belonged, and also vice- 
president of the Jamea Bay Athletio Asso- 
ciation. The firing party fired the pro- 
scribed three volleys, each followed by a 
flourish of the bugle, the last blast of this 
completing the oeremony with which there- 
mains were so appropriately laid in a grave 
overlooking the spot where on Sunday last 
the aea claimed its victim.

THE COURTS 

T. 8. Barnes Claims an Interest in the Water- 
works Contract—McCallum 
v. JohnBon. 

An aotlon has been commenced In the 
Supreme oourt by T. S. Burnoa ogainBb 
Walkley, King & Casey, the waterworks 
contractors. Plaintiff claims that he is en- 
titled to an equal Interest with them in tho 
profits arising out of a certain oontraob for 
work connootod with the new filter beds. 
Tho statement of claim also asks for an ac- 
count of all profits rcaei^ed by the defend- 
anta, and for an order for payment to Mr. 
Burnes of such sum aa upon the taking of the 
accounts shall bo found due to him. 
Messrs. Bodwoll & Irving are acting for Mr. 
Burnes. 

On Friday and yeatorday Mr. JuBtioe 
Drake was engaged in hearing Mr. E. M. 
Johnson's appeal from tho registrar's roport 
In MoCallum v. JohnBon, by whioh Captain 
MoCallum was found to be entitled to re- 
cover from the Ophlr Bed Rook Co. 86,850 
on account of advances made by him in 1889 
for working the company's mine at Big 
Kend, Koobenay. Tho appeal involves an 
important question as to the construction of 
the mining act, the main contention of the 
appellant being that tho expenditures of a 
member of a mining oompany who has nob 
been formally appolntod foreman cannot, 
under the aot, bo recovered from tho com- 
pany. Capb. MoCallum oontonds that he 
was virtually foreman, and that in any evont 
Mr. Johnson ia by hia representations and 
oonduob eBtopp"! from denying Capt. Mc- 
Callum'a right lo rooover. Capb. MoCallum 
asks also for interest on his advances and 
for a judgment against Mr. Johnson formal- 
ly for thoaoBts of the litigation. Judginonb 
wns reserved. Mr, L. P. Duff for Capt. Mo- 
Callum ; Mr. A. P- Luxton for E. M. John- 
son.

THE RESULT OF FREE TRADE. 

Tho Marquis of Salisbury, in tho speech 
which he delivered at Watford, mads it very 
clear that freo trade has nob been in Great 
Britain anything like an unqualified auo- 
oess. He reminded his hearers thai) the ap- 
prohenaions of proteotioniits which the ad- 
vocates of free trade laughed at as ground- 
leas have proved only too well founded. His 
Lordship said among other things : 

I remember the contempt which was 
poured then upon the idea that tho repeal of 
the (Jorn Laws uould Injure English agri- 
culture. Now you see the lowering of 
prices, which is the result of froo trade, has 
almost killed agrioulture In aeveral counties 
of this country. I do not, of course 1 can- 
not, condemn thoao who passed free trade; 
they wore right in the principle which they 
supported ; but they should have thought a 
little more of the burdens under which 
land waB laboring, and should have lighten- 
ed the weight of those burdens when it could 
have been done with easo. I oanuot expect 
the Liberal- Unionist friends around me to 
sympathize with the feelings with whbh I 
look back to this old protectionist Btruggle. 
I know we were wrong in what we said, but 
we had a truth at tho bottom of the fears we 
expressed, and this generation ia finding out 
that all has not been so smooth as the pro- 
phets of that day told us it wonldbe. 

No doubt the Premier, in deference to 
the convictions of a large number of his sup- 
porters, spoke guardedly of the opposition 
given by the agricultural classes to free 
trade. But he novertheless took care to re- 
mind his hearers that tho evils which the 
protectionists feared have oomo upon tho 
British farmer. The language which ho 
uses in describing the present condition of 
agriculture in Great Britain is very Btrong, 
but it ib oertainly not any stronger that tho 
facts warrant. British statesmen are most 
oarefal about what tbey say in their publlo 
utterances. They are Btudiously moderate 
in their language and they are not given to 
over-statement. What thoy say ia in almost 
every particular rather within than beyond 
the truth. When on Eoglish public man ia 
Lord Salisbury's position uses the word 
*' ruin " when speaking of tho farmoro of 
England, and describos their presenb condi 
tlon as " fearful," we may be sure that their 
case is very eerioua indeed. This he does 
in the following paaaage from his Watford 
spooch : 

Speaking in this room, I cannot forgot) 
that tho groateat evil with which wo havo 
to deal — the moat terrible drawback to tho 
prosperity of our country — ia tho fearful con- 
dition in which agriculture now stands. 
(Cheers.) I have already mentioned that 
In aeveral counties, or ab loaat in many 
parts of thorn, agriculture Booms on tho 
point of disappearing ; and tho land is going 
out of cultivation. The ruin whioh is atlllot- 
ing ua has in some dogroe a ill ic ted all tho 
agricultural olasaea. Tho landlord has Buf- 
fered first, and moot aoutoly. Tho farmer 
suffdrs next, and his suffaring haa been tor 
rlble and most lamentable. Tho laboror has 
hitherto boon sparod, but I seo from tho re- 
ports which appear In tho newBpapora and 
blue-books that in many parts of tho coun- 
try laborers have in this year boon dismiss- 
ed, and have gone to swell tho unemployed 
population In the towns. The laboror suf- 
fers last, baoauBe tho loss of him is felt first; 
but it ia a groat miatako to think, as, I 
fancy, some agrlooltuial theorists do, that 
bo long as the loss mainly afleota the land- 
lord it is the landlord*!) business only, and 
no one olsenood havo any fear. I think 
there is somothing to bo euid oven for the 
downtrodden landlord, If tho laborer has 
to go, agriculture cannot bo oarriod on for a 
day. If tho farmer makoa no profit, agri- 
culture will not be oarriod on after a year or 
two years. But If tho landlord loses his 
rent, ab first you only noto tho fact, in a 
public point of view, by tho doorcase of his 
•expenditure in tho couuty. Bub as tlmo 
goes on buildings wear out ; drains wear 
out ; improvements aro wanted ; and if the 
landlord's part — whioh ia roally only a pay- 
monb for the outlay of capital — haa already 
disappeared, further Improvements cannot 
bo made, old improvements cannob bo main- 
tained, and English agriculture must sink 
far below tho high position whioh ib has 
maintained. (Hear, hear.) I think, there- 
fore, that wo ahull form a very inadequate 
estimate of our business il wo do not feel 
that, for tho sake of agriculture, we are 
equally interested in all members of the 
agricultural classes. For tho laborer, tho 
farmer and tho landlord thoao last years j 



have been yoara of threatening and Increas- 
ing ruin, and we musb do all that wo can to 
mitigate, at all events, that rnin. 

That British farmers after fifty yoars of 
free trade should be, acoording to the testi- 
mony of tho Prime Minister, on the brink of 
ruin U proof enough that that polioy has not 
been so beneficial to the country as its advo- 
oates in Canada and elsewhere would have 
the people believe ; bub when this " fear- 
ful condition " can be traced directly to tho 
operation of tho froe trade policy the blind- 
ness or the inBincority of those who reoom 
mend free trade as a remedy for all the 
evils with whioh a country may be afflicted 
la as olear as the sun at noon-day. How, 
after tho experience of fifty years of free 
trade in Great Britain, Canadian politicians 
can reoommend it as a policy peculiarly 
favorablo I o agriculture, passes all compre- 
hension. If fifty years of free trade haa 
made the condition of the British farmer 
" fearful," how Is the same polioy going to 
make the Canadian farmer prosperous? 

The comments whioh the London Dally 
Nows makes upon Lord Salisbury's speeoh 
show how Ib la undeittood by intelligent 
men In Great Britain. That paper aaya : 

The prime miniater of this country is, In 
principle, a Protectionist. It is impossible 
to exaggerate the importance of the declara- 
tion whioh Lord Salisbury upon this Bub- 
joot at Watford. For tho first time, If not 
sinoo 1846, ab least sinoe 1853, we havo from 
tho responaiblo Head of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, speaking with tho full knowledge 
that his speech would bo read throughout 
tho civilized world, a distinct and definite de- 
nunciation of Froo Trade. Ib is true bhat 
Lord Salisbury's words are wanting in 
straightforwardness and courage. Buo his 
ahuflling will nob aavo him. Ho referred to 
tho " melancholy hue " of tho period whioh 
witneased the repeal of the Corn Lnws. He 
doolarea that lowering tho prioo of bread 
haB " almost ruined agriculturo in several 
nountloB." But he adds, reforring to bho 
Protectionists of half a century ago, when 
he wsb a boy, "I know wo were wrong in 
what we Baid." Now wo pub it to Lord 
Salisbury In language as plain as wo can use, 
Doob he believe in Protection or dooa he bo- 
liovo in Free Tride ? Wo aak the question 
purely for form's sake, because lord Salis- 
bury's opening remarks show that he is a 
Protectionist. Why does ho not act upon 
his principles 1 Why doos 'not Lord Salis- 
bury roimposo tho Corn Laws ? Thoir re- 
onactment would ab oncu raise tho price of 
agricultural produce, and nothing else will. 

A MIDDLE COURSE, 

As tho date set for the opening of tho 
Dominion Parliament draws near thought- 
ful people in Manitoba aro considering what 
oourso is best to be pursued with respect to 
the sohool question. Tho Freo Press seema 
to think that a favorable reply to the 
remedial order and tho communication after- 
wards sent from Ottawa to the Provincial 
Governmonb Is oub of the question. The 
Government of the Province oannob recede 
from the position lb has taken, but the Free 
Press soems to think that a compromise la 
potsiblo that may bo accepted by the minor- 
ity, and may be satisfactory to thoBO who 
sympathise with them. Ib says on the situa- 
tion : 

Bub as affecting tho well-being of Mani- 
toba, to aay nothing of the Dominion at 
large, its adoption is fraught with possibili- 
ties that no friend of Manitoba or Canada 
can contemplate with Indifference. Ib means 
continued strife between thia Province and 
the Dominion, which, boyond incidental ad- 
vantages to a political part} which circum- 
stances for tho time may place in a position 
to enjoy, it is difficult to aee what benetU 
the Province will dorive. If there in no 
alternative consistent with our self-respect 
as a Province, then nothing remains but to 
let events take their course. 

Bub there la an alternative. After tho 
Province has made its final reply to the Do- 
minion Government, docllulDgto be governed 
by Its remedial order, it is then free to call the 
Legislature and submit its answer, which 
that body will doubtless approve. Legisla- 
tion might then be introduced embodying 
any provisions the Legislature might be will- 
ing to concede to the Roman Catholios with- 
out affecting provincial control of education 
in tho direction indioatei by tho opinion of 
the Privy Council, These provisions might 
nob fully satisfy the claims of tho minority ; 
they probably would not meeb the require 
incuts of the remedial order. But they 
would place Manitoba in tie poBition of 
paying aomo regard to the opinion of tho 
highest oourb in the Empire ; and they 
would take the wind oub of the Bails of the 
contemplated legislation ab Ottawa. 

MISS LANOJMiSTEH'S OASE. 

Tho case of MIsb Lanohoster shows tho 
misohievous tondency of soino of the liters 
turo of the proBont day. Sho evidently oo 
cupied a good position In society and aho bo 
longa to a roBpootablo, well-principled, mid 
die class family. This young woman — the 
ia only twenty-four years of ago — from tho 
books sho read no doubb imbibed somo peou 
liar notions with respect to marriage. Sho 
waa courtod by a young man Darned Sulli 
van, who it aeoma desired to marry hor. But 
Mies Lanchoator objected to marriage, eithor 
civil or eccleoiaatical. Sho wan, however, 
willing to form an Irregular and Illegal con 
noctlon with tho man. Her family hearing 
of this tried to provont the doludod woman 
doing what would bo ruinous to horsolf and 
moat iojuriousand unjust to hor children, if 
she over had any. Thoy took procoodlnga 
bo havo hor oonfinod as a lunatic Tho neo 
canary examinations wore made and tho pro 
por documents procured, and on tho day In 
whioh Bho proposed to make an agroemenb 
of aomo kind which was to be a substitute 
for tho marriago coromony, her brothora had 
her forcibly conveyod to a hospital for tho 
inBano. On tho application of her lover, 
Sullivan, she was brought beforo a judge on 
a writ of habeas oorpua. Sho was examined 
by two Commissioners in Lunaoy, who decided 
thab ahe waa nob Insane and ordorod hor re- 
lease, MIbb Lanoheater'a fathor in a lebtor 
to bhe Tlmos says: " My opinion and thab of 
tho family is bhat the girl Is not, for tho 
tlmo boing, of sound mind, and that tho ef- 
fects of ovorstudy havo prediapoaed her 
naturally improBslonablo temperament bo bo 
abnormally dated on by hor BolMmposed 
surroundings. We are of opinion that a 
more prudent oourao for tho CommiBalonorB 
would havo been to have allowed a certain 
tlmo to olapso for further evidence to bo 
taken } the conBoquonoe of a tow daya' dolay 



and detention, on the ono hand, would have 



bean of small moment compared with tho 
possible consequenoen of tho present deol- 
alon." 

Most sensible people, who know anything 
of the world, will eympathiza with the de- 
luded young woman's father. They know 
that she is dolog, if she ia nob a bad 
woman, whab ahe will blbterly repent of be- 
fore long. Leaving oub of consideration for 
tho moment tho rollgious aspect of the caao, 
thoy know that the woman who takes auoh 
a course aa Mias Lanohestor was bent upon 
pursuing is sowiDg thickly the '„ seeds 
of misery, ahame and mortification. No 
good woman ia indifferent to the way in 
whioh Bho is regarded by those with whom 
ahe must neoesaarily coma in contact. She 
oannob, let hor ba ever bo happy in her 
domestic relations, bub bo miserable when 
she Is looked upon with coldness and sus- 
picion by those with whom intimate inter- 
course ought to bo a oonBtant bouloo of 
ploaauro and comfort. She oannot harden 
herself so as to oaro nothing for tho esbrange- 
monb of relatives whom ahe oannob bub love 
and respeob. And worsb of all she cannot 
look forward without miaory unubberable 
to the time whan her own ahildren will bo 
emblbtered agalnab her beoauso Bho do- 
liboratety brought upon them the shamo, tho 
reproach and the disabilities of lllegltmaoy. 
Tho world ia what lb la, and mon and women 
who disregard religlouB principlee and who 
fly in the f-ioo of tho moab sacred of aoclal 
lawa and uaages cannob change lb. If they 
rebel they must lay it to their aooount to 
suffer the puniahmont of rtballion ; and 
there are very few women, or men oithor 
for that matter, who can bear thab puniah- 
mont stoically. 

A NEW REPUBLIC. 

Tho Cuban rebola seem aa far aB over from 
being beaten. An immense army has been 
sonb from Spain to aubduo them, but it 
seems to have mode very little impression on 
them. We aro told thab the rebels are no- 
thing but the riff-raff of the population of 
the Island and that its reBpeobable Inhabit- 
ants are either loyal to Spain or favororB of 
an autonomy suoh ue obtains in Canada. 
Thia they expect) to ?ot from Spain by peace- 
able and constitutional agitation. Tho au- 
tonomista are, however, hoard of only now 
and then, bub the rebels are always in evi- 
dence. They have found tlmo during the 
present aampaign to draw up a declaration 
of independence. Ib was agreed upon and 
promulgated on by tho Constituent As- 
sembly ab Jimayuayuon the 16th of Septem- 
ber, 1895, and signod by the delegates— 
representatives of tho Cuban people. It de- 
clares tho aoparation of Cuba from the 
SpaniBh monarchy tnd its constitution as a 
freo and indopendont state under tho name 
of Republioa de Cuba. There has been a 
good deal of talk about formally rooogniziog 
this new republic by Americans end others, 
bub no Government has yet done ao. If the 
rebels hold oub much longer and make any- 
thing like headway against the Spanish 
army tho recognition of the Ropublio cf 
Cuba by tho United States and the South 
and Central Amerioan Republics will b© one 
of the first fruitH of BucoeBB.

Mr. Potter has proved himself a master of 
mosaicB. He t resits, the beautiful story 
with the utmost reverence. The first act is 
laid in the atudio of the Latin Quarter, 
Trilby appears with her familiar cry of 
" Milk Bblow," and Bhe brings tho nows to 
Taffy and the Laird that she has accepted 
Little Billee. Svengali and Gaoko arrive 
and Trilby sings " Ben Bolt." Then Sven 
gall voluntarily ourea Trilby of her head 
ache. 

The Bccond aot takes placo in the studio 
on Christmas evo. Taffy's celebrated inter- 
view with Little Billoe's mother, and the 
interview between Mrs. Bagotand Trilby, 
are given exactly as in the book. It is the 
Christmas ove festivities. Little Billeo has 
left a note saying that he has gone to Paris 
with his mother and will never return. Hi' 
returns almost immediately, howovor, and 
tho danoe goes on. Trilby stays alono in 
the studio while tho others trip the mid 
night hours. 

Svengali arrives and hypnotlzea the girl 
again, The tramp of tho three MusketeerB 
la heard on the stairway. Svengali locks 
the door, and compels the unconscious girl 
to write a noto saying that she renounces 
Little Billee. Then he leada Trilby away 
by the back Btair. Little Billee, Taffy and 
the Laird enter, only to find the empty 
room. 

The next scene is in tho foyer of a groat 
concert hall, five yoars later. It is tho 
night of La Svenpuli's debut in Paris. She 
lings " Ben Bolt," and through their opera 
glasses the threo Musketoera reoognlzs her 
as Trilby. Trilby goeB Into the foyer to 
rest, and Little Billee spoaka to her. She 
does not recognlzo him, for she la still In 
her hypnotic Bleep. Little Btlloo in a passion- 
ate outburst attacks Svengali. Tho musician 
turns on him, and while the disputo 
ia at its height, Trilby is led away on tho 
arm of the manager to sing her next aong. 
SvoDgali, utterly exhausted, tries to rally. 
But before ho can pull himself together, 
there la an uproar In the theatre, La Sven- 
gali haa gono mad upon the atage. Trilby 
reappears in the midst of the excitement, 
and rooogniziR her old friends. Svengali, in 
a frenzy of passion, tries to Dut her under 
his Influonoo once more but falls bick across 
tho table — doad. 

The last act ia takon up by Trilby's death 
Boene. The Bight of Svengali'a photograph 
brings lb about.

GOWNS. 



Cut of Seal Jackets nud Long Coats— Kate 
For Sable TrlminlnB on "Wraps uud 
Gowns — Combinations In Which Whole 
Skins Appear — Popularity of Krmlno. 

Wide awake Shoppers are iuturo.stod in 
furH of now styles uud liuvo many of 
theih already givou their orders to fur- 
riers. Etirlj' comers receive prompt at- 
tention and avoid all tho annoyances by 
thoso who attempt to shop wlion tho 
rush is at its height. Sable, chinchilla, 
mink and the always popular soul are 
tho furs for this winter. Persian lamb 
keeps its prestige and will bo used vory 
much for trimming and yokes, auddoop 
borders will appear on capes in such a 
maimer as to look liko an undorcape. 
Black Tibet fur serves tho same pnr-

pose. Many of the sealskin coats have 
fall bishop sleeves, and one very smart 
one is trimmed with Persian lamb, the 
detachable collar and shoulder cape hav- 
ing stololiko ends. 

The rage for sable and suble tails is 
uioro pronounced than ever. A sealskin 
collar for autumn is cut square front 
and back liko a yoke and edged with 
sablo tails. On tho shoulders it is cut 
short and round to admit tho big puff of 
the sleeves. Worn with a tailor inado 
cloth gown such a collar complotos a 
perfect fall costume. 

Numbered with new stylos is a soal- 
skin jacket, cut quite full, fitting close- 
ly at the neck and across tho shoulders, 
but falling in folds and sitting away 
from the figure. It is cut quite short 
and is fastened with blind buttons. A 
very natty littlo short jacket is cut dou- 
blo breasted and fastened with four large 
white pearl buttons. Tho broad collar 
and revers are of ermine, tho littlo blank 
tails of the animal forming a very effect- 
ive border to the white fur. Tho sleeves 
are finished closely about tho hands and 
fastened at the outside edge with a pearl 
button. The toquo worn with this cos- 
tumo has its crown of Persian lamb and 
the brim cf leaf green velvet drawn 
through jet buckles. High on one side 
there is a bunch of black and white 
quills. 

A pretty plastron of fnr, suitable for 
wearing with an opon coat, consists of 
an enrire skin of sablo arranged to form 
the vest in front, with tho head down- 
ward, two paws at the waist, and the 
tail and two remaining paws at tho 
throat. Two other skins aro used to 
form the collar, and a bunch of tails at 
tho back takes the place of tho usually 
indispensable bow. 

A smart muff for full dress occasions 
is of deep violot velvet and is trimmed 
with tails and a cluster of pinkish pur- 
plo poppies, which aro just in tono with 
tho velvet. Another also of volvot of a 
bright shade of coriso has clusters of 
violets nestling among tho folds of a 
bow of lace which rested on a bunch of 
tails. Tho hats to go with theso muffs 
woro loaded with tho some flowers and 
ribbons, laco and feathers in groat pro- 
fusion. 

There are also long coats of sealskin 
reaching from tho throat to the foot. A 
handsome closo fitting coat of this de- 
scription is rendored dressy with Russia 
sable of a rich, dark color that forms 
the collar and is arranged down tho coat 
with a kind of jabot effect. Tho full 
bishop sleeves aro drawn down to tho 
wrist under a band of sablo, for which 
the whole skin of tho animal is used, 
1 1m tail and paws forming a prot-

ty finish to tho cuff. A walking 
gown of fnr trimmed cloth, also 
finite new, is of a rich shade of chrys- 
anthemum green. Tho doop, scpiare 
collar of tho bodico is opened at tho 
throat to show a bit of mulberry colored 
velvet and is edged with , sablo. The 
bishop sleeves aro finished with a fur 
edged gauntlet. Narrow tails of tho 
same fur outline tho seams in tho front 
of tho bodice. Tho buttons aro of silver 
Topousso work. Tho plain skirt of this 
beautiful gown is lined throughout 
with heavy mulberry colored taffeta, 
silk finished, with a lino knifo plaited 
rufllo. Tho crown of tho toquo is fash- 
ioned of the clotii and mulberry colorod 
chenille plaited togother to resemble 
straw work, and tho border whoro it 
rests on tho hair is of volvot rosos of 
tho mulberry tint. An aigret of osprey 
feathers at tho sido is fastoned with an 
tametjiyst buckle. Tho Now York Sun, 
which illustrates tho foregoing, also 
calls attention to tho coats and skirts of 
Persian lamb, with ormiuo trimmings. 



Those nro certainly as novel as they are 
uncomfortable. The plain, full skirt is 
entirely ot fur undent of a full walking 
length, so that it hangs well. 

A magnificent and yet most practical 
capo is of Canadian sable, with a re- 
versible wearing side of tho palest green 
brocade shot with pink and yellow. The 
fur is turned over on to this to form a 
bordering all round and dcwil the fronts, 
the collar being a double one. The gar- 
ment is thus suitable for wear either as 
a carriage cape or opora mantle. Tho 
cloth capes are lined with silk or squir- 
rol and have collars and trimmings of 
Mongolian goat, olectric fox, otc. Some 
aro of fancy frise cloths, having a black 
design on a groundwork of green, rod, 
brown, blue or mauve. A smart capo of 
tan boxcloth with strapped seams has a 
lining of squirrel and a flat collar of 
sablo. A chic driving coat in a warm 
tono of brown facod cloth is trimmed 
with electric fox, tho cap>3 and flat col- 
lar being deeply edged with this, as aro 
the cuffs and tho opening at tho back. 

Thoro are many varieties of neck cir- 
clots in sablo, tho nowest boing formed 
of two skins instead of one, and having 
tails and paws by way of finish, the 
r;>isod head being absent. Tho linings of 
many of the seal jackets aro of bright 
colored brocade, though self colorod 
satin, with plain or quiltod, is still to 
bo seen. The sealskin coats vary in 
length, but the favorite seems to bo 
about SO inches. Ono occasionally sees a 
stylish littlo Eton coat, with short, full 
basque, in seal. Many of tho fur capes 
aro charming, and fall in graceful flutes 
over the shoulder. From 34 to !S0 inches 
appoars in theso capes to bo tho desired 
length. Many of them havo storm col- 
lars. 

A CHEAP DUMB WAITER. 



Although of Home Construction, It Is 
Strong: and Convenient, 

As to tho advantages of having a 
dumb waiter in the house thcro can bo 
no question. One of tho hardest things 
about housekeeping, particularly in tho 
country, where ice and refrigerators are 
not vory commonly used, is the repeated 
going down and up the cellar stairs to 
carry and obtain food thai must bo kept 
cool. Tho ordinary dumb waiter is 
ruthor elaborate, and, moreover, some- 
what expensive. A construction that is 
illustrated and described in Tho Rural 
New Yorker is simple, and tho result is 
a dumb waiter as practical in every way 
as thoso that havo a closot on the first 
floor nnd a more or less complicated ap- 
paratus for lifting tho water from the 
cellar below. 

To build this waiter, cut an opening 
in tho pantry floor threo-fourths of an 
inch larger than tho size of tho waiter. 
From either end of this opening upright s

of 2 by -1 scantling aro lot down to tho 
bottom of the collar, whoro they rest 
firmly upon flat stones. These uprights 
contain tho pulleys over which run the 
cords that are attached to tho bottom of 
tho waiter, us shown in tho diagram. 
Theso pulleys and tho cord are the samo 
as aro used for raising heavy windows. 
Guides, not shown in tho diagram, hold 
tho waiter in place and cause it to rise 
and fall without tilting. Theso guides 
may bo in the form of a smooth groove in 
eithor upright, in which hardwood pegs 
upon the sides of tho waiter run smooth- 
ly, or they may be of some other char- 
acter, as circumstances suggest. 

Tho waiter itself has sido pieces ox- 
tending from tho pantry floor nearly to 
tho collar floor, the cords being attach- 
ed to tho lower end. Tho top will come 
Hush with the pantry floor nnd may 
well bo made of wood to match that 
floor. Tho weights should bo open boxes 
filled with bricks, so that the weight 
can bo varied from time to time, as cir- 
cumstances demand. 



Hint From a Thrifty Cook. 

After. frying doughnuts or fritters or 
anything of that kind shave off a few 
slices of potatoes when you aro done 
with tho grease and drop them into the 
si /./.ling fat. Lot them cook an instant, 
and then sot on the back of tho stove to 
cool very slowly. In the course of half 
an hour remove to a place to coed more 
rapidly, and just before tho grease gets 
beyond the pouring stage strain through 
a cloth into a clean jar. You will find 
that tho lard is nearly as sweot as over, 
being only a little darker, which does 
not prevent it from frying satisfactorily.

BED COMFORTABLES. 



Suggestions Concerning the Making ol 
Theso Convenient Heel Coverings. " 

There aro many peoplo of abundant 
means who maintain that the day of tho 
comfortable has gono by nnd that blan- 
kets ate tho only bed covering that should 
bo used. This is on tho ground that that 
which is the best is the only thing to 
use. This is a desirable enough theory, 
providing every ono bus moans to securo 
the best. But a largo majority of per- 
sons must bo content with, something 
that will suffice, though it is not tho 
best, and n great many families will 
continue to use comfortables in winter 
becauso they are a warm, economical 
bed covering. For the benefit of this 
latter class is hero appendod some help- 
ful remarks on tho subject from the 
Now York Tribune : 

It requires for one comfortablo about 
ten yards of cheesecloth, or some such 
sheer cotton goods, which may bo pur- 
chased at (i conts a yard, and throo or 
four bolts of patent cotton batting and 
half a skein of Gormuntown yarn. Theso 
materials will cost about $1.25 or$1.50 
and will mako a comfortablo 2 yards by 
in size. Smaller duvots, or com- 
fortables, for tho foot of tho bed aro 
made a yard wide and H% yards long. 

When a moro luxurious comfortablo is 
desired, old summer silk skirts may bo 
dyed in gay colors and used for tho pur- 
pose. Wool, which costs a littlo moro 
than tho best cotton, but is much light- 
er, may bo used to fill thoso silk com- 
fortables, and tho result is a bed cover- 
ing us light and also us warm as tho 
best Californiau blanket. Where there 
is a quilting frame in tho house, and 
tho comfortablo is filled with patent 
cotton, it is an easy matter to mako 
one. Tho peculiarity of patent cotton is 
that it is laid uud stitched nbout every 
nino inches in its width, so that tho la- 
bor of laying and smoothing down tho 
cotton, tho hardest part of tho work in 
making an old fashioned comfortable, is 
practically done away with. Begin by 
stretching tho under part of tho com- 
fortablo on the frames and rolling out 
tho cotton on it, laying it in place and 
basting the breadths together whoro 
thoy lap. After this put on tho top cover 
and basto the edges of tho comfortablo 
together and secure it in tho frames. 

Nine inches from tho -edgto tack tho 
comfortablo with tho Germantown yarn, 
tying tho tackings down with No. 8 
cotton. Nino strands of wool aro suffi- 
cient for a tucking. Sepurute tho tack- 
ings by nine inches, uud when ono row- 
is done on tho quilting framo roll it up 
that distance and begin another nino 
inches from tho first, but between, not 
opposite, tho others. Continue until the 
entire bed cover is tacked. After this is 
done romovo tho comfortablo from tho 
quilting frames, turn it in around tho 
edges, stitching them closely together 
with the machine, and buttonhole the 
edgos with Germantown yarn. 



The English Nursery Governess. 

TIig fashion of tho moment is the 
English nursery governess. Tho great 
consideration is her English accent ! This 
has far outstripped tho laugungo of 
Franco. Tho New York Tribune suys : 
Tho English governess is tho most sen- 
sible innovation that has prevailed in 
fashionable education, for she brings 
with her English ideas on the subjects 
of lessons, sweeties, diversions, scrub- 
bing, clothes, spankings and waiting on 
oneself.
